Funeral services for D. H. Rus¬ 
sell were held on Oct. 28, from the 
United Church at Carmangay with 
interment at Queen's Park Ceme¬ 
tery, Calgary. The Rev. Bruce 
Fyke conducted the service and 
the choir sang. "Sweet Hour of 
Prayer," a favorite hymn of Mr. 
Russell’s. 

Mr. Russell passed away at the 
age of 74 years, after a short Ill¬ 
ness. Born in Ontario, he moved to 
Sault St. Marie, Mich., with his 
parents and came to the Alderson 
district of Alberta in 1909. He and 
Mrs. Russell came to Carmangay 
in 1913 where he farmed west of 
town until he retired in 1947. 

He was a councillor of the Little 
Bow Municipal district for 18 
years and reeve for most of that 
time. In the early years he was 
active on the Carmangay Stam¬ 
pede Board, director of the Com¬ 
munity Hall, president and direc¬ 
tor of the Carmangay Fair, the 
first chairman of the Carmangay 
Hospital Board and a president of 
the Carmangay Lions Club. He 
served as village councillor and 
as mayor of Carmangay for two 
terms after moving from the farm. 
Mr. and Mrs. Russell celebrated 
their 50th wedding anniversary 
in 1960.

An Unpredicted Windfall 

Perhaps one of the most interesting aspects in 
connection with the recent gigantic sale of wheat to 
the Soviet Union was the fact that it was totally 
unforeseen. Until the news broke on an unsuspect¬ 
ing western world, no one apparently had any ink¬ 
ling of a serious crop failure in Russia or of the un¬ 
precedented demand for wheat which was about to 
follow. 

Growing conditions and crop prospects were 
being closely followed, as usual, by the trade, month 
by month, in almost every country in the world and 
the facts were quite generally known. However, pre¬ 
cise knowledge of what was happening in the Soviet 
Union, with the largest wheat acreage and potential 
crop of any country in the world, seems to have been 
entirely lacking. 

One can only conjecture that, towards the end 
of the growing season Soviet authorities, reluctant 
to admit either to themselves or to the world that 
the wheat crop was a failure, were hoping against 
hope that the final weeks before harvest would some¬ 
how bring a last minute change in prospects. How¬ 
ever, that was not to be and final realization that the 
crop was a failure brought with it an urgent request 
for wheat and wheat flour to bridge the gap between 
supplies and actual needs. 

Underlining the extent of this year’s deficiency 
is the fact that a large number of the cargoes bound 
for Russia are destined for Black Sea ports. It was 
from these same ports and from countries along the 
Danube Basin that large quantities of surplus wheat 
used to flow for export to Western Europe. Even in 
recent years some have spoken of the threat which 
Russia might one day pose as an exporter of wheat 
in competition with the Big Four, including Canada. 

For the time being at least, that threat is re¬ 
moved and there is one school of thought which even 
holds the view that a more or less permanent Rus¬ 
sian deficit in wheat may well occur from now on. 
Certainly it seems clear that, even given a good sea¬ 
son or two, it will take time to rebuild the reserves 
which she must have for a population of some 220 
millions which consumes about twice as much bread 
per capita as does its Canadian counterpart. However, 
there are many factors to consider and, barring con¬ 
tinued crop failures, it might be dangerous, at this 
stage, to become too enthusiastic about future sales 
to Russia on any more than a moderate scale.
